DEATH OF A PIONEER.

—

Ex-Congressman Francis B. Brewer Buried
in the Aliegheny Cemetery—First Man
to Discover the Commercial Valae of
Petrolenm—A Former Pittsbarger.

Ex-Congressman Francls B. Brewer, of
Westfiela, N. Y., who died on Friday last,
was buried yesterday morning in the Brewer
family lot in Allegheny Cemetery and,
slthough it is more than 30 years since he
was 8 permanent resident of this city, he
has slways retained business interests here
which have called him frequently o Pitts-
burg and have kept alive old acqusintance-
ships and friendly associstions, so that the
news of his death will ocoasion sincers re-
gret to many of the older residents of the
city. He was born in Keene, NX. H,, in 1820,
and was the son of the late Ebenezer
Brewer, of this city, whose large fortune
was almost entirely devoted by his will to
charitable and religious objects and in his
benevolence and generosity Dr, Brewer waa
& worthy successor of his tuther,

At the breaking out of the War of 1812,
Ebenszer Brewer joined the Boston Light
Infantry and served on the Northern from-
tier, and later organized and commanded a
cavalry company. Ho was extensively en-
gaged in lumbering ou the Connecticut
river until 1545 when he removed to West-
ern Pennsylvania and purchased large tim-
ber tmetson Ofl creek, built sawmills at
Titusville, and made his residence and busi-
ness hemdquarters in this city.

Discovered the Virtaes of Petroleum,

Francis B. Brewer had besn given s lib-
eral educstion, prepuaring for college at
Himbaill Aosdemy, gradunting with honors
at Dartmonth in 1848 and taking his degree
at the Dartmouth Medical College in 1846
In 1851 his father offered him an interest in
his business here, and Dr, Brewer removed
trom l’lymuuth ‘.Ilnl.. where he was prao-

in PittsLorg, While at Titusville in
1888 his interest was aroused by a
spring of orude petroleum on the

Inud of l!re\rer. Watson & Co., at the “up-
per mill,” und lLe ocollected s barrel of the
oil and sent it to his former teacher Prof.
Benjamin Silliman, the eider, then st Yale,
with the request that it be analyzed, and an
opinion glven as to its commercial value.
At the same time time Bamuel Kier was col-
lecting crude oll from & small vein atruckin
& sdlt well at Turentum and was bottling
and sellmg It a8 a medicine. Francis B.
Brewer was the first man who asoertained
the commercial value of Pennsylvania pe-
trolenm &s an llluminator mnd lubricant, as
& business matter. Prof. Slulliman informed
him that the oil was wvaluable, but that it
was “not likely to be fuunqumntim sul-
flclent to make it eommercinuy rtant,”
Lat Dr. Brewer dau:rmin mﬁo & & trial
aud organized the I‘nnm;-iunin Rock OU
Company, in 188, and interested a num-
ber of New TYork capitalists and
was bimsell a director and secretary
of the company. A pump was put into the
ol spring and the erode oil was secured in
quantities sufficient to light the saw mill,
where it was also used as a lubricant, but it
was more than two years before the come
paay could determine the most promising
method of iner ing the pply. Col
E. L Drake, who was & resident of New
Il.sven. was sent outas a representative of
the eastern stockholders and undertook to
bore & well at the old spring, but a number
of the larger stockholders had lost their
enthusinsm and declined to stand nssess-
ments for the cost of the well. Another
ration was lormed which wok 8 lease
of th ‘im perty, and afier prolonged delny
and embarrassments arising from ignorance
of the methods of artesian well-boring, nil
of whichk were finally overcome by the
patience and ingenuity of Colonel Drake
and his mmhmlml assistant, Wilham
Smith, the frst well was struck in
August, 1858, at s dopth of 69 leet.

and their mill properties turned out to be,
generally, productive oll territory, and they
secured many other valuable properties
under leases. The lumber business was
closed out and the firm for the next 12 years
engaged in producing and shipping petrol-
eum. The aotive managemsent was in the
hands of Dr. Brewar, though his father held
the position of senior purtuer. The re-
fining interests of the firm were extensive,
but were principall z conducted by the firm
of Brewer, Burke & Co., In which the ate
George E. Brewer represented the famil
interest. The offices on “Duguesne W
were lor many years the center of local in-
terest ‘t& l:h; petg'olenm m };ﬂt have bua
occu the =wan il Compan
llunepthn nr! firms dissolved, v
Dr. Brewer moved to Westlleld, N. Y., in
186l and has since lived there, and nlur
closing out his oil interests devoted him-
seif t0 bunking and manufacturing.

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STRANGLED ED TO DEATH.

Rmed'l‘nn the River, a Boy
Slowly Dies on the Shore

IN SIGHT OF FIFTY PEOPLE

Who Watch the Desth Struggles While
Awaiting & Physician.

BEIZED WITH CRAMPS WHILE BATHING

After being rescoed from the Allegheny
river, Sebastian Wohlfast slowly strangled
to death from the water he had swallowed.
The peculiar tragedy ocourred on the Alle-
gheny side of Herr’s island about 4 o’clock
yesterday afternoon within sight of half &
hundred men and boys,

Wohlfast was a boy of 17 years and lived
with his parents st No. 26 Rising Main
street. Yesterday afternoon he went bath-
ing in the river at Herr's island with a
number of companions. The water at that
point is gnite deep and is frequented by
many boys and men. The boy was a good
swimmer, but remmined in the water until
he was thoroughly chilled His
lips were blue and  his  fingers
shriveled, a warning most swimmers heed.
Wohlfast started to take u Inst swim aoross
the river from the island, but was seized
with & cramp when sbout midway between
the island mnd the Ailegheny shore. He
cailed for assistanee, but owing to the dis-
tance he was from land went under twice.
Owing to the eramped condition of his legs
and arms the boy was unable to help him-
selfac all and swallowed a great deal of
water. Just before sinking for the third and
